U.S. “regrets” Israel 
has not responded 
fully to questions 

WASHINGTON, June 21 (R). — The State Department said today Israel had 
not fully responded to U.S. questions on the future of the occupied West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. In the Carter administration's first public reac- 
tion to last Sunday’s Israeli cabinet decision, which effectively postponed a 
decision on the future of the two regions for five years, State Department 
spokesmen Hodding Carter said : “We regret that the Israeli replies did not 
fully respond to our questions.” 


The United States had asked 
Israel to make a commitment 
on the status of the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip after an initial 
five-year period of limited self- 
rule. 

Spokesman Carter said the 
two questions put by the U.S. 
were: 

“Could Israel say that at the 
end of five years the question 
of the final status of these ter- 
ritories would be resolved ? 

“What could Israel say about 
the mechanism by which this 
question would be resolved?** 

The Israeli cabinet, reported 
to have been bitterly divided 
on the future of the territories 
occupied in the 1967 war, deli- 
berated for more than a month 
before reaching its decision iast 
Sunday. 

A vagueiy-worded statement 
issued after the Israeli cabinet 
meeting said only that it would 
negotiate “the nature of future 
relations’* of the occupied Arab 
territories after the five-year 
period of limited self-rule. 

The United States had put

Palestinians clash at Sidon refugee camp 


BEIRUT, June 21 (Agencies)

Eritreans say Ethiopia 
uses Israeli duster bombs 


GENEVA, June 21 (AP). — 
Eritrean guerrillas claim that 
foreign-piloted Soviet-made pl- 
anes of the Ethiopian air for- 
ce have been bombarding reb- 
el settlements with Israeli cl- 
uster bombs in American-ma- 
de containers. 

Photographs purporting to 
back the claim were shown 
to reporters here by represe- 
ntatives of the Eritrean Lib-' 
e ration Front touring Western 
Europe on an information mis- 
sion. They left Geneva today. 

They said at least one of 
the containers, with English- 


language m a rk ings, and the 
actual bombs, with Hebrew si- 
gns, was recovered intact af- 
ter a recent raid on villages 
in Ethiopia’s northern provin- 
ce.

Iraq wants other 
than Soviet arms 


BEIRUT, June 21 (AP). — Iraq, 
a major recipient of Soviet 
arms, may seek weapons from 
other countries, says Iraqi In- 
formation Minister Sa’d Qassem 
Hamm oudi. But he denied that 
Iraq plans to resume diploma- 
tic relations with the United 
States soon. 

“Iraq is in favour of diver- 
sifying its arms sources to con- 
form with pan-Arab military 
interests," Mr. Hammoudi said 
in an interview published today 
by the independent Beirut ne- 
wspaper Al Nahar. 

**We shall not hesitate to 
obtain any weapons necessary 
to upgrade our combat ability 
from any source and without 
any strings attached," Mr. Ha- 
mmoudi added. 

The Baghdad government of 
President Ahmad Hassan Al 
Bakr baa been reported by the 
Arab press to be sounding out 
France for Mirage jet fighters 
and West Germany for milita- 
ry electronic equipment. 

The same newspaper had re- 
ported that Iraq and the United 
States were on the verge of re- 
suming diplomatic relations af- 


ter an 11-year break, but Mr. 
Hammoudi said this was un- 
true.

But now greater importance 
is being attached to his talks 
with Israeli leaders. Informed 
sources said he would be ac- 
companied by State Department 
officials who have been involv- 


ed in the Middle East peace 
negotiations. 

The sources said they would 
Include Harold Saunders, Assis- 
tant Secretary for Near Eastern 
Affairs. Mr. Saunders. Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance and 
special Middle East envoy Al- 
fred Atherton, have been the 
three key U.S. officials taking 
part in the talks. 

Officials here feel that the 
non-committal Israeli response 
has made it imperative for a 
major new U.S push to get the 
talks going again. 

But the officials said this was 
not being actively pursued at 
the moment. Efforts were being 
concentrated instead of encou- 
raging the resumption for dir- 
ect talks initiated by Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat last 
year. 

Meanwhile, in Israel Foreign 
Ministry officials said today 
they were still waiting for Pre- 
sident Sadat's replies to ques- 
tions Israel had sent through 
the U.S. some months ago. 

Israel believes the Egyptian 
replies have been received in 
Washington, but the Israeli Fo- 
reign Ministry has not been of- 
ficially informed of this or of 
their contents. 

The officials said they did 
not know the wording of the 
Israeli questions as put to Cai- 
ro, following a visit to Washin- 
gton by Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Dayan some time ago. 

But Washington corresponde- 
nts of Israeli newspapers today 
said the questions were: 

— does Egypt accept Presid- 
ent Garter's “Aswan Formula” 
under which the Palestinians 
should participate in the deter- 
mination of their own future 
(a vaguely-worded formula whi- 
ch excluded the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation as a part- 
ner in peace talks, 

— does Egypt accept the 
U.S. interpretation of UN. Se- 
curity Council Resolution 242 
as not calling for a complete 
withdrawal from all territories 
occupied In the 1967 war, thus 
allowing for border rectifica- 
tions and retention by Israel of 
some of the territory? 


Carter reverts to 
human rights issue 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (R). - 
President Carter said today the 
United States would vigorously 
pursue a policy of promoting 
human rights and social and 
economic justice In Latin Ame- 
rica. 

He warned in an address to 
the eighth General Assembly of 
the Organisation of American 
States (OAS) that countries vi- 
olating human rights would find 
they could not escape the con- 
sequences of flagrant disregard 
of international standards. 

Speaking about Latin Ameri- 
can dictatorships without men- 
tioning any country by name, 
the president declared : "We 

realise that the path from au- 
thoritarian to democratic rule 
can be a difficult and demand- 
ing one. 

“During such a transition and 
in the midst of the electoral pro- 
cess, my government pledges 
not to intervene nor to show fa- 
vouritism towards particular in- 
dividuals or parties. 


“But we will continually sup- 
port and encourage political 
systems that allow their people 
to participate freely and demo- 
cratically in the decisions that 
affect their lives." 

The president said the past 
year had seen a measure of 
progress, with the release of 
political prisoners in many cou- 
ntries, states of siege lifted, and 
constraints loosened on freedom 
of the press. 

“In the coming year, we hope 
for more progress* he said. 

"For many in Latin America, 
the struggle has just begun. 
But the direction of history to- 
ward the expansion of human 
rights is clear.’

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Weizman for premier 

It was being said a while ago that Israeli Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman is the likeliest successor to 
Mr. Menachem Begin in the premiership for the man 
impressed Egyptian President Anwar Sadat as a good 
negotiator and United States President Jimmy Carter 
found him an easy conferee to deal with. It seems Mr. 
Weizman has taken the idea seriously and, with Mr. 
Begin’s health as frail as it is, he could be telling 
himself maybe it will soon happen. 

Mr. Weizman' s recent actions seem to be designed 
to prove he is as good a politician as Israel could ever 
produce. Of course he will never be as good a swindler 
as Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan or as divinely stub- 
born as Mr. Begin but then Mr. Begin hasn’t been 
regarded as an especially good politician and Mr. 
Dayan has no hope of ever becoming premier. Mr. 
Weizman has taken the other path: his actions are 
proving he is a politician in the good-old Israeli style 
where drama and double talk get you anywhere and 
assure you of being appointed next spokesman for 
international Zionist interests. 

We are told that Mr. Weizman caused a crisis in the 
Israeli cabinet in the last two weeks while the minis- 
ters were discussing how to answer insistent U.S. 
questions on what Israel plans for the future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. He rejected Mr. 
Begin’s straight “no sovereignty for the Arabs" and 
thought up a more evasive answer. In true Israeli * 
style, Mr. Weizman advocated Israel should say: 
“Let’s wait for more negotiations with the Arabs 
before we tell you what we plan to do." When the 
cabinet adopted Mr. Begin’s version Mr. Weizman, 
we are told, “stormed” out of the meeting and told 
reporters he was on his way “to prepare for the next 
war." Which, of course, immediately gave him next 
morning’s headlines and showed him to be a politician 
who’s willing to stick to his principles— a contradiction 
in terms if ever there was one. 

Next we heard from Mr. Weizman was that be 
toured the West Bank and met with Arab villagers 
who for ten years have been languishing under the 
forced occupation of the Israeli military machine of 
which Mr. Weizman is political head and which he 
commanded during the 1967 war. What Mr. Weiz- 
man tells the victims of his invasion is that “fate had 
brought the Arabs and Israelis to live together in this 
land" and, in true Israeli style, he says the Israelis “do 
not want to interefere in your lives” and then adds 
that he and his government have promised aid to 
Jewish settlers in the West Bank. 

If that’s not Israel’s next premier we don’t know 
who is. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


The Jordanian newspapers today commented on what they 
called His Majesty King Hussein's constructive and instructive 
speech at the 13th graduation ceremony of University of Jordan 
students yesterday. 

AL RAT says in the midst of the intellectual and political 
chaos and the pressing circumstances facing the Arab world 
some gleam of light was necessary to explain landmarks on the 
road, to the Arab youth. King Hussein’s speech yesterday took 
tb fcJ D imi of a spotlight pointing to the future of the Arab indi- 
vidual; his behaviour, values and the ideas that give real mean- 
ing to his life. 

Echoing the King’s speech the newspaper urges the youth of 
the university to overcome backwardness and discord that are 
"fallen to the civilisation of our nation." 

The King called on the university youth to stick to their 
national unity and to shun anything that might divide the so- 
ciety dissiplate efforts, and enfeeble the country's capability to 
surmount any obstacle. 

AL DU STOUR, underlines the King's words that it is in the 
house, school and university that the reformation of Arab poli- 
cies begin. The Arabs, as King Hussein said, should free them- 
selves from political shortcomings as shown in disputes over 
! trivialities, rivalry, and hollow slogans. 

It behooves our universities -- both professors and stu- 
dents --to consider the King's words carefully, absorb them 
and behave in accordance with them, the newspaper says.

Archaeological work underway at Hisban, Jaresh, 
Queen Alia airport 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — A joint-team from the 
Department of Antiquities and Andrews University, 
Michigan, today began excavation work at Hisban. 
Director General of Antiquities, Dr. Adnan A1 Hadidi 
said the team hopes to excavate the Byzantine Church 
in the western part of Hisban and repair of the Islamic 
bath which dates back to the Mameluke era. Mean- 
while, the second phase of excavating near the Forum 
in Jarash began on Monday. The object of this dig 
is to uncover the housing quarters of the ancient city 
of Jarash. The Jarash dig is being carried out by a 
team from the Department of Antiquities and the Uni- 
versity of Jordan. Another team from the Department 
of Antiquities in cooperation with the Ministry of 
Transport began digging at an archaeological which 
was accidentally uncovered during construction work 
on the Queen Alia International Airport near the old 
Mushatta Palace. The site, a cemetery, dates back to the 
third century A.D., Dr. Al Hadidi said. 

Sewerage renovation to begin soon in Shmeisani 
and Jabals Luweibdeh and Amman 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — The Water and Sewerage 
Authority of the Amman Municipality this month com- 
pleted the sewerage project in the Al Hussein and Nuzha 
camps and the Ain Ghazal and Ras Al Ain localities. 
Within the next few days the authority will start work 
on renewing the sewerage system in Jabal Al Luweibdeh. 
Shmeisani and Jabal" Amman areas. Implementation of 
these projects comes within the while renovation scheme 
of the Amman sewerage system at a total cost of JD 10 
million. 

3 sentenced to death for selling property 
to Israelis 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — The Cabinet has endorsed 
a judgement by the special court dealing with cases of 
property selling to Israelis.

Cabinet envisages 
central national 
water authority

AMMAN, — In the wake of 
the National Water Symposi- 
um which took place here at 
the end of March, the Cabi- 
net has been discussing a prop- 
osal to establish a central water 
authority to take over the re- 
sponsibilities at present exe- 
rcised by about half a dozen 
different government agencies. 

Director General of the Na- 
tural Resources Authority, 
(NRA) Yousef Nimiy told the 
Jordan Times in a recent in- 
terview that the proposed au- 
thority would be headed by a 
supreme' water board, possibly 
chaired by the prime minister, 
which would decide national 
water policies. 

The authority itself would 
be responsible for water stu- 
dies and for the planning, de- 
sign and construction of dom- 
estic water supply projects in 
the Kingdom. The job of con- 
struction and maintenance of 
sewerage and water networks 
would either be undertaken 
directly by the authority or 
else contracted out to speci- 
alised bodies like the projec- 
ted regional water councils or 
to municipal authorities. 

In Line with the recommen- 
dations of the symposium, the 
NRA has already reorganised 
its water department and sp- 
lit it into five separate divi- 
sions. One of these is respon- 
sible for the follow up of the 
national master plan which 
was presented at the water 
symposium in March. 

An operations room has al- 
ready been planned where the 
latest data about water res- 
ources and consumption can 
be fed directly on to a com- 
puter at the Royal Scientific 
Society. In this way the mas- 
ter plan can be continuously 
up-dated, Mr. Nimiy said. 

Under the new arrangeme- 
nt, a second division at the 
NRA is to be responsible for 
the investigation of undergro- 
und water resources and their 
development. A separate team 
will be concerned with hydro- 


logy and surface water studi- 
es. 

In explaining the reorganis- 
ation, Mr. Nimiy suggested 
that the aim was to shift em- 
phasis back towards research. 
Under the previous system 
more and more of the time 
of the water department was 
being taken up with the prob- 
lems of servicing existing su- 
pplies as opposed to investiga- 
tion and research. 

A separate division is now 
to be responsible for water 
use and pollution control --a 
problem' which was given spe- 
cial attention at the symposi- 
um. The division is to start 
working on a national code 
aimed at reducing pollution. 

Meanwhile the Amman Wa- 
ter and Sewerage Authority, 
according to Mr. Nimiy, is wo- 
rking on a set of anti-poHuti- 
on measures to be enforced 
in the Zarqa basin. This is of 
particular importance because 
water from this area runs in- 
to the King Talal Item, which 
is intended as a major source 
of domestic water for the ca- 
pital- 

Services and control of the 
abstraction of water is the 
responsibility of the fifth di- 
vision. This will handle lice- 
nces for drilling, for instance, 
and the monitoring of public 
consumption. 

Mr. Nimry suggested that 
to staff these five departme- 
nts the authority would be se- 
eking to ftvpantf its team of 
water engineers by about 50 
per cent. 

At the same time the au- 
thority is working on a set 
of draft water policies for the 
Kingdom. “We have never be- 
fore bad a clear water policy,** 
Mr. Nimiy said in reply to a 
question about the effect of 
the symposium in this respect, 
“so we cannot say that policy 
was changed”. 

The aim is that the poli- 
cy document should be ready 
for submission to the s n p»"w 
water board as soon as this 
is established. Mr. Nimry said 
that provided the Cabinet ap- 
proves the proposal, the new 
authority would be set up wi- 
thin a year at most

Amendment to Amman Stock Exchange law 
approved 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — At a Cabinet session 
today presided over by Prime Minister Mudar Badran 
an amendment to the law governing the Amman Stock 
Exchange was approved. The Cabinet also approved 
the setting up of a free zone at the Hashemiyah area 
in the Zarqa district. Meanwhile a Royal Decree wds 
issued approving the recent air transport agreement 
between Jordan and South Korea. 


Joint Jordanian-Moroccan marketing company 
to be set up 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — A team representing the 
Moroccan Marketing and Exportation Office will arrive 
here early next week for talks on drawing up regulations 
to govern the Jordanian-Moroccan company for market- 
ing which is to be set up under a trade agreement signed 
at Rabat last May. The joint company aims at promoting 
trade exchange between Jordan and Morocco and open- 
ing new markets for the two countries products in Eu- 
rope and the Gulf states. 


Bilateral air talks between Italy and Jordan begin 

AMMAN, June 21 (JNA). — Air transport talks began 
here today between Jordan and Italy. The two-day dis- 
cussions will deal with amending the bilateral agreement 
for air transport initialled in 1965 and signing a new 
agreement under which the weekly flights between the 
two countries would be increased and other destinations 
added. Under the new agreement Alia, the Royal Jorda- 
nian Airline will run two flights per week on the Rome- 
Paris line and Alitalia, the Italian Airways, will run three 
flights on the Rome-Amman-Dubai line. The Jordanian 
party to these talks is led by Director General of the 
Department of Civil Aviation, Sharif Ghazi Rakan and 
includes Alia’s Chairman Ali Ghandour. The Italian side 
is headed by the director general of Italian civil aviation, 
and includes representatives from the Italian Foreign 
Ministry, civil aviation organisation and Italian airlines. 
Alia is currently running three weekly flights from Am- 
man to Rome while Alitalia runs two trips per week 
between the capitals. 


Arab bankers suggest 
developing existing 
financial institutions 


AMMAN, June 21 (Agencies). — Governors of central 
banks in Arab countries ended a three-day conference 
here today with a recommendation calling for the deve- 
lopment of existing stock exchange and financial mark- 
ets in the Arab World as a first step towards setting up 
a common financial market. 

They also recommended the amendment of existing 
currency laws so as to ease the transfer and movements 
of capitals among their countries. 

The conference, which was opened by His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan was attended by representatives 
from 16 Arab countries, the Arab League Secretariat and 
other Arab monetary agencies. 

An eight-nation committee comprising Morocco, 
Egypt, Libya, Iraq, Kuwait, Bahrain, Jordan and Lebanon 
has been formed to study the general situation of the 
Arab financial markets and how best to develop them. 

The committee will also study the situation of the 
banks to see if a joint banking institution could be 
created. 

The next conference will be held in March next year 
but a venue has not been decided yet.

Can Afghanistan con 
perform the balanch 


By Judith Per era 

• KABUL, (F.T.) — The excit- 
ed speculation that the recent 
coup in Afghanistan would 
quickly lead to the country 
becoming a Soviet satellite may 
well prove to be. groundless. 

The new Afghani leadership 
ij certainly more communist 
than its predecessor, but this 
does not necessarily mean that 
-.ties with Moscow will be str- 
engthened, though they are al- 
ready very strong. 

Trade partners 

The USSR is Afghanistan's 
biggest trading partner, provi- 
ding more than a third of its 
imports and takin g neariy a 
third of its exports. In 1977, 
according to Moscow Narodny 
Bank figures, total trade bet- 
ween the two states reached 
$273 .5m -- Soviet exports to 
Afghanistan being worth 
$163 .5m and Soviet imports 
worth $llOm. 

• Af gh a n is ta n's exports to the 
USSR are mainly its natural 
gas. Its Soviet imports are ca- 
pital goods and cheap oil. 
Links go back at least 20 years 
and the USSR has played a 
major role in helping Afghanis- 
tan to develop, although it Is 
still one of the world's 25 least 
developed countries. One of the 
biggest projects undertaken by 
Moscow was building the Sal- 
ang road tunnel -- the world's 
highest -- through the Hindu 
Kush. This took some ten 
years to complete and cost ab- 
out $700m. 

The USSR also supplies most 
of Afghanistan's military equip- 
ment and trains its armed for- 
ces, and there are estimated to 
be some 3,000 Soviet advisers 
in the country. 

• Obviously such close links 
must be advantageous to both 
sides. To Af ghanistan the ad- 


vantage is mainly economic 
-- cheap oil, plentiful aid and 
a route through the USSR 
from this landlocked country 
for its trade. 

Strategic benefits 

To the USSR, however, the 
benefits of the relationship ap- 
pear to be mainly strategic. It 
provides a buffer against Iran 
to the West and China to the 
East. Moreover, the SaJang tun- 
nel could provide access for 
Soviet troops to reach the Pak- 
istan frontier within a day. 

Former President Muhammad 
was largely instrumental in de- 
veloping these ties, both as 
head of state since 1973 and 
as prime minister between 
1953 and 1963. His aim was to 
gain maximum benefit by pre- 
serving the country’s tradition- 
al neutrality and by maintain- 
ing links with the West as well 
as the Soviet bloc. In this he 
had some success. Cheap oil 
was forthcoming not only from 
the USSR, but also from Iran, 
and trade with the U.S. and 
Japan as well as with its im- 
mediate neighbours to the so- 
uth -- Pakistan and India -- 
was developed. 

Afghanistan needs to main- 
tain friendly relations with 
both camps and with its neigh- 
bours -- whatever border dis- 
putes there may be - - because 
it is not only totally landlock- 
ed but very poor. Its only bar- 
gaining card is its geographical 
position strategically important 
to all concerned. 

No military pacts 

The new Prime Minister, 


Rosalynn Carter attacks 
Solzhenitsyn charges that 
America is weak, decayed 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (R). 
— President Carter’s wife, 
Rosalynn, yesterday attacked 
exiled Soviet writer Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn for his charge 
that the United States had 
grown weak and decayed. 

Mrs. Carter said in remarks 
prepared for a National Press 
Club luncheon that the nobel 
prize-winning author was wro- 
ng and. she rejected the remar- 
ks he'made at Harvard Univer- 
sity earlier this month. 

"Alexander Solzhenitsyn says 
he can feel the pressure of evil 
across our land," she said 
"Well, I do not sense the pres- 
sure of evil at all. 

“There is a pervasive desire 
among Americans to live a use- 
ful life, to correct the defects 
in our society and to make our 
nation even greater than it 
is... 

“This is not a sign of a so- 


ciety that has lost its spirit." 

Mrs. Carter also disputed the 
claim by Mr. Solzhenitsyn, who 
now lives in seclusion in Ver- 
mont, that the United States 
is a country of unchecked mat- 
erialism and social irrespon- 
sibility. 

“Fifty million of us are vol- 
unteering freely our time and 
talents as resources to fill a 
broad range of human and so- 
cial needs," she said. 

"... last year the philanthro- 
pic contributions in our nation 
were over $35 billion from pri- 
vate citizens, foundations and 
corporations. 

"That is not a sign of ‘un- 
checked materialism." she said. 

Mrs. Carter, who is Chairman 
of the President's Commission 
on Mental Health, said she in- 
tended to continue to use her 
influence in encouraging Ameri- 
cans to care for each other. 


Nour Muhammad Taraki, has 
already shown his appreciai:-:n 
of this by staling categorically 
that he will sign no military 
pacts with any state. Most pro- 
bably he will continue the for- 
eign policy of his predecessor, 
but it would appear that his 
main preoccupation is going to 
be the development of Afgha- 
nistan. 

The Khalq (People's) faction 
of the Afghanistan Democratic 
Party (so-called communist pa- 
rty) which Mr. Taraki leads 
does not in fact have as close 
a relationship with Moscow as 
the Parcham (Flag; faction. 
While President Daoud ruled. 
Moscow advised the party to 
work with him and whereas 
Parcham agreed, Khalq refused 
to cooperate. The new govern- 
ment includes members of bo- 
th factions but it seems at pre- 
sent that Khalq has control. 

Mr. Taraki knows full well 
that orthodox communism wo- 
uld be unacceptable to the 
Afghani population of ISm, 
which is 95 per cent Moslem 
and largely agricultural and tri- 
bal. He was quick to publicise 
his respect for Islam and said 
the government would imple- 
ment what was “useful" of 
Islamic principles. He has re- 
fused to say that he is a Mar-

PEKING (CF). — Specialists 
in relics protection have sin- 
ce the founding of new China 
evolved effective ways to res- 
tore ancient grottoes and bu- 
ildings to their original gra- 
ndeur and bring murals, br- 
onzes, lacquerware and insc- 
ribed bamboo slips back to ui- 
eir original colour and lustre 
and preserve them in good 
condition. 

The world-renowned 1, 500- 
year-old Yunkang Grottoes in 
Tatung, North China, had had 
cracks running in ah directio- 
ns and some stone sculptures 
fallen off as a result ot wind 
erosion and earthquakes. 

High-polymer glue 

The specialists found a high- 
polymer chemical that is ten- 
acious and p'astic and con- 
tracts very little with, time, 
which can be pressed into tne 
cracks and crevices in stone 
Ibis chemical strengthens the 
caves and helps preserve cr- 
acked, damaged stone sculpt- 
ures. 

The 1,500-year-old Lungm- 
en Caves in Loyang, Central 
China, were also cracked and 
damaged to different degrees. 
The caves have 2,100 grottoes 
and niches with 97,300 finely- 
carved, lifelike Buddha images 
ranging from a few centime- 
tres to 17 metres in height.

Special, 
ists in relics protection ski- 
1 fully removed the murals pi* 
ece by piece from the walls 
and replaced them on the wa- 
ils of the rebuilt temple. Thus 
the original paintings were ke- 
pt intact. 

Preserving murals 

The murals in a tomb of 
the Liao dynasty (916-1125 
A.D.) in Faku county in No- 
rtheast China's Liaoning pro- 
vince suffered seriously from 
efflorescene of the surface co- 
ating. Scientists devised a kind 
of adhesive , cloth .by which, the 
coat of paint carrying the ori*; 
ginal mural can be removed 
from the wall. Then, after It 
is given a chemical coating on 
the hack and mounted on a 
cloth backing and the adhesi- 
ve cloth is removed from the 
front, the mural can be put' 
back in its original place or 
hung elsewhere. 

Many ancient bronzes beg- 
in to corrode when coming in- 
to contact with chlorides in 
the air after they are unear- 
thed. Relics protection scien- 
tists produced a chemical to 
inhibit the corrosion of copper 
and its alloys. Tested in var- 
ious adverse conditions over 
a fairly long period, it has pr- 
oven effective. 

Ancient bamboo slips with 
written characters, wooden ut- 
ensils, and lacquerware in pa- 


rticular, often absorb much 
moisture in the tomb. Once 
they .are exposed to the air, 
they become cracked and dis- 
figured. These relics formerly 
had to be soaked in preserva- 
tive all the time. 

Dehydration studied 

To solve this problem, sci- 
entists have carried out expe- 
riment in dehydration and 
have introdued a dehydration 
method from abroad to hand- 
le small wooden utensils. 

Archaeologists m Anhwei 
province. East China, ha vt so- 
aked lacquerware in solvents 
,of varying degrees of concen- 
-tratiota to replace the moistu- 
re by stages. Lacquerware thus . 
treated retains its original co- 
lour and lustre and can withs- 
tand heat much higher than 
room temperature without di- 
stortion of shape. 

Pre-liberation China had 
only a ten-member organisati- 
on in the whole country to un- 
dertake repairs of ancient bu- 
ildings. With the founding of 
new China, the Institute for 
the Repair of Ancient Build- 
ings and the Institute for Res- 
earch on the Preservation of 
Relics were established. Spe- 
cialists In relics protection 
cooperate with geologists, ar- 
chaeologists and physicists as 
well as with engineers, tech- 
nicians and workers to speed 
up work far this field.

ASK OMAR 


Q.— What is the proper re- 
sponse to a one club opening? 
Is one diamond ever used for 
a negative response? I 
can’t find much written 
about this.— L. Shirk, War- 
ren, Mich. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 


A.— If you play Goren methods, 
a response of one diamond to an 
opening bid of one club shows 
the same values as would a re- 
sponse of one heart or one 
spade, that is to say. S points 
or more. It’s true that in our 
methods a dub opening might 
be made on a three-card suit, 
but if so. the "convenient" 
bid is made with at least three 
to a high honor and opener 
must be prepared to play there 
if partner does not have the 
values for a response. 

Incidentally, that is most un- 
likely to happen. Should the one 
club opening be passed by the 
next two bidders, fourth hand 

will rarely sell out to one club. 
He almost surely will take some 
action to reopen the bidding. 

There are a plethora of "forc- 
ing” one club opening bids on 
the market, all of which have 
their own idiosyncratic re- 
sponses. Some are integrated 
systems in which one club is the 
only forcing bid available, and it 
is never made on hands that 
contain fewer than 16 or 17 
high -card points, depending on 
the system. Since these hands 
could be unlimited in strength, 
it is imperative that responder 
keep the bidding open: hence 
the one diamond negative re- 
sponse. even on a bust. 

Besides the integrated sys- 
tems, there are a number of 
"approach" club opening bids, 
most of them of a home-grown 
variety. With these, a one dub 


opening bid can show anything 
from 21 points and one club, 
to 11 points and five bad clubs. 
There is trouble ahead when 
you add a negative diamond re- 
ponse to most of these dub 
opening bids. 


Assume that opener has a 
minimum hand with a weakish 
five-card club suit and re- 
sponder has a near Yarborough. 
Opener bids one club and re- 
sponder one diamond. Regard- 
less of what opener rebids, he 
is now in considerable jeopardy 
of being doubled and set for a 
sizable penalty.

A.— This is a very pretty double 
dummy problem. Assume East 
plays a low heart to the first 
trick. Win the ten of hearts, 
enter dummy with a club to the 
king and repeat the heart 
finesse. Cash the ace of hearts, 
discarding a low diamond from 
the board, followed by the king 
of dubs, then concede a club 
"to East's queen. Make sure you 
retain a club entry io your 
hand during these maneuvers. 

East cannot return a spade 
without giving you three tricks 
in that suit, so he is forced to 
lead a diamond. If he returns a 
low diamond, capture the king 
with the ace ana cross to your 
hand with a duly. Cash the 
queen of hearts, discarding the 
ten of diamonds from dummy. 

Now lead the jack of spades, 
covered by the queen ana king. 
When you cash dummy's last 
club. East is squeezed in spades 
and diamonds. No matter what 
he discards, you make the last 
two - tricks. 

East can avoid this position 
by exiting with the queen of 
diamonds after winning the 
queen of dubs, but this time 
it is West who gets squeezed. 
Win the ace of diamonds, enter 
your hand with a club and cash 
the queen of hearts, discarding 
a spade from dummy. Now 
enter dummy with the king of 
spades and lead the last club, 
discarding the jack of diamonds 
from your hand. West must 
either bare the queen of spades 
or discard the king of diamonds, 
and in either case, you will 
score the last two tricks with 
either the ace-jack of spades, or 
the ten of diamonds and ace of 
spades.

Red Brigades murder m Towering job

GENOA, Italy, June 21 (R)- 
Red Brigades urban guerrillas 
claimed responsibility for shoot- 
ing dead the former chief of 
Genoa's anti-terrorist squad in 
front of horrified passengers on a 
crowded bus here today. 

Antonio Esposito, 35. was 
killed instantly when two gunmen 
pumped at least ten shots into him 
as he stood at the back of the bus, 
police said. He was on his way to 
work at the public security office 
in nearby Nervi. 

The two assassins then jumped 
off the bus and were picked up by 
accomplices in a car following 
behind. 

Less than two hours after the The Turin court has been in 
killing, a telephone caller told a closed session since last Monday 
local newspaper: “Red Brigades to consider its verdict, expected to 


speaking. We executed Antonio 
Esposito at 8:30 this morning." 

Mr. Esposito was the second 
public security official murdered 
this month. A senior prison war- 
den was shot dead by three assail- 
ants with pistols in the street in the 
northern town of Udine on June 6. 

Justice sources said that before 
his transfer to Nervi. Mr. Esposito 
had been investigating the Red 
Brigades kidnapping of a Fiat car 
company manager in 1973. 

Several suspects in the kid- 
napping are among IS Red 
Brigades leaders currently on trial 
in Turin.

Since the twice-postponed trial 
began in March, the Red Brigade 4 
have stepped up their self- 
proclaimed "proletarian revolu- 
tion" against the Italian state with 
a series of bloody shootings. 

They shocked the nation with 
the kidnapping of former Premier 
Aldo Moro on March 16. Mr. 
Moro. president of the ruling 
Christian Democratic Party, was 
found dead 54 days later after the 
authorities refused to trade 
imprisoned Red Brigades mem- 
bers for his life. 

At least 13 people have been 
killed and 24 injured in political 
violence in Italy this year, and the 
Red Brigades have claimed 
responsibility for most of it. 


SWAPO asks OAU 
for modern weapons 

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania, June 21 (AP)- The South-West 
Africa People's Organization SWAPO asked the Organization 
for African Unity (OAU) today for sophisticated weapons to fend 
off South African Attacks. 

SWAPO said the weapons, including anti-aircraft guns, 
would be used to defend itself from attacks it expects will be made 
against SWAPO guerrilla bases in Angola and Zambia. 

SWAPO's Secretary for Foreign Relations, Peter 
Mueshihange, told a meeting of the OALPs liberation committee 
that SWAPO expects more raids similar to last month's South 
African attack on SWAPO facilities in southern Angola. 

He said that the vast majority of those killed in the South 
African attack were not guerrilla fighters. But he admitted that 
SWAPO suffered losses of supplies and top — secret military 
documents in the attack. 

Mr. Mueshihange said that the aim of the South African raids 
is to put SWAPO into a weak military position as the liberation 
movement carries on talks with five Western countries trying to 
work out an independence settlement for the South African — 
administered territory. 

“It is therefore essentiaL,”the SWAPO official said, "for the 
OAU to give even more urgent and serious consideration to 
supplying SWAPO with sophisticated weapons, especiaUy in the 
area of anti-aircraft defence. 

“It is absolutely essential that we are able to negotiate from a 
position of strength and the best way to do this is not to permit the 
enemy and his imperialist allies ro think that they have crippled 
SWAPO militarily." 

In the near future, SWAPO is expected to reopen negoti- 
ations with the United States, Britain, France, West Germany and 
Canada on the Western plan for independence for South — West 
Africa. The plan has already been accepted by South Africa.

BELGRADE. June 21 Pres- 
ident Tito, in a major speech 
clearly designed as a political tes- 
tament. has reaffirmed Yugos- 
lavia's determination to go its own 
unorthodox way-resisting any 
attempts to draw back into the 
Societ orbit. 

The 86-year-old president, the 
only major World W ar figure still 
alive and in power, made clear 
Yugoslavia was not willing to yield 
to any pressure from East or West 
to modify its independent stance. 

Marshal Tito, who has trodden 
a delicate path between the two 
blocs for three decades, told more 
than 2.000 delegates at the open- 
ing session of the Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party Congress here yes- 
terday he would accept no "uni- 
versal models" for a socialist 
society -a clear rebuff to the Krem- 
lin. 

The four-day congress, 
attended by senior representatives 
of 130 socialist parties, including 
the Soviet bloc, concides exactly 
with the 30th anniversary of Tito's 
historic split with the Soviet bloc 
after defying Stalin. 

Marshal Tito, who spent weeks 
of seclusion at his Adriatic island 
retreat of Brioni drafting his 
speech, said world developments 
vindicated his political stand. 


President Tito, speaking Tor 
almost an hour without faltering. 

and looking suntanned and robust 
p» e in bis 70-page address a his- 
torical and topical analysis of 
developments in the communist 
movement and the world. 

The Yugoslav leader, a 
founder-member of the wurid 
communist movement, warned of 
a dangerous worsening in rela- 
tions between Washington am! 
Moscow. 

"Detente in relations between 
the great powers has broken 
down... the threat of an outbreak 
of war not only at a local level but 
even on a world scair cannot be 
excluded, "he said. 

While the Middle East posed 
the greatest threat to w urkl peace, 
the superpowers were also inter- 
fering in Africa, turning it into an 
area of perilous rivalry between 
East and VI est, he declared. 

On the home front. President 
Tito reasserted his commitment to 
Yugoslavia's system of workers* 
self-management but voiced 
unexpectedly harsh criticism of 


shortcomings In the economy and 
the ruling party. 

He said the economy was suf- 
fering from a v us( trade defk'H, 
Inw productivity and misguided 
investments while (he party itself 
gave room fir bureaucratic hacks, 
leading In “an unprincipled 
scramble for offices ami positions, 
which is causing us serious polit- 
ical harm.**

Trudeau presents Parliament with 
outline for Canadian constitution 


OTTAWA, Canada. June 21 (AP) 
— Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau presented Parliament yes- 
terday with the outline for an all- 
Canadian constitution to replace the 
British act that has served as Canada's 
fundamental law since 1 867. 

Key sectors would expand and 
strengthen the Senate, establish 3 new 
Supreme Court and provide a charter 
of rights with language guarantees for 
English-and French-speaking 
minorities. 

French is the predominant language 
in Quebec, most populous of Canada's 
ten provinces, and English is the prim- 
ary language in tnuch of the rest of 
Canada. 

This is the third time Trudeau and 
his liberal party have advanced prop- 
osals for a constitution during ten 
years in power and the 1 1th attempt in 
the past 50 years. 


Canada has no constitution. It oper- 
ates under the 1 11-year -old British 
North America Act, but that act was 
greatly modified in 1921 when Canada 
nullified a requirement that all Cana- 
dian laws be subject to approval by the 
British Parliament. 

The measures introduced yesterday 
in the House of Commons are listed as 
phase 1 of the constitutional process. 
Trudeau asked that the legislation be 
passed by July 1, 1979. 

Phase 2 would cover areas requiring 
the joint action of federal and pro- 
vincial authorities, and Trudeau said 
that phase should be completed so tbe 
new constitution could be proclaimed 
before July 1, 1981. 

Canada will celebrate its 50th 
anniversary of formal independence 
1 from Britain in 1981. 


UNITED NATIONS June 21 t AP) 
U.S. black leaders may cal] for a 
nationwide boycott of General Motors 
(G.M.) products to protest the com- 
pany's “underhanded complicity with 
the Vorster rigime," the Rev. Wyatt T. 
Walker said at a news conference here 
yesterday. 

Mr. Walker said he was mobilising 
the same network of black clergymen 
that he helped organise as an aide to 
Martin Luther King Jr. during the civil 
rights movement to support "the free- 
dom struggle in South Africa." 

The South Africa Freedom Corn- 
mine e plans to bring 1 50 clergymen to 
this headquarters in October for a con- 
ference “to parallel the U.N. debate 
on apartheid," he said. 

The comrainee was founded in Feb- 
ruary and counts among its members 
former Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, comedian Dick Gregory and 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Sr. 

Mr. Walker said the committee 
would decide whether or not to call for 
the boycott against G.M. at the 
October conference. 

"The economic lever will do far 
more than the political route or lob- 
bying," he said, referring to the prop- 
osed boycott. He added that political 


prepare would he used as well. 

Mr. Walker said that although Ford 
Motor Co. also operates in South 
Africa. G.M. might be chosen as ihe 
target of the proposed boycott because 
ir is the largest auto maker, because 
compared to other auto makers "our 
experience with G.M. has not been as 
palatable." and because of a G.M.

5,000 blacks 
arrested in 
South Africa

JOHANNESBURG. South 
Africa. June 21 ( AP) — Police 
arrested more than 5.0110 
blacks this month in raids and 
road blocks across the country 
prior to the June 16 anniver- 
sary of the 1 riots, the Rand 
Daily Mail reported today. 

The anti-gov erment Johan- 
nesburg newspaper said the 
Deputy commissioner of police 
confirmed the figures in an 
interview. 

The newspaper said of those 
arrested more than 4.000 were 
held for violations of the pass 
laws which require all blacks to 
carry passes. 

Most of the arrests were 
made in the Johannesburg 
area, especially in the huge 
black township of Soweto 
where the 1976 riots first 
erupied. 

Police officials were quoted 
as saying the arrests were not 
only aimed at puss violators but 
were ordered to curb a growing 
wave of crime in the area

Market are hopping with anger at a communist plan 
to demolish rt and build municipal housing on the site. 
Tourists will mourn the chance of finding a master- 
piece for a few francs.

LONDON, (F.T.) — Stall- 
holders at the Paris Flea Mar- 
ket, Le Marche aux Puces, are 
up in arms against tbe local 
communist municipality which 
is threatening to demolish this 
famous landmark in order to 
build a council flat estate. 

The councillors of Saint-Ou- 
en. in the heart of the French 
capital, claim that it is unfair 
for the market dealers to be 
making huge fortunes while 
working-class Parisians cannot 
find homes. 

If the communist axemen get 
their way, the Flee Market will 
be mourned by millions of fore- 
ign tourists who have picked 
up bargains there, as well as 
by the French for whom it is 


a favourite destination on their 
weekend outings. 

Should the bulldozers move 
in, Paris would lose a monum- 
ent as popular as the Eiffel 
Tower, the Champs Elysees or 
the Opera. 

The Puces has 3,000 stalls 
which are open only three days 
a week, Saturdays, Sundays and 
Mondays, leaving the other fo- 
ur days free for stallholders to 
scour the country in search of 
merchandise. Over 60,000 vis- 
itors flock to the market every 
. weekend, hoping they can cap- 
ture a prize from among the 
bric-a-brac of period furniture, 
second-hand clothes, objects of 
art, jewellery and aged false 
teeth. 

The French Finance Ministry 
estimates that the market’s an- 
nual turnover tops $80m. Tirfy 


stalls often change bands for 
over $100,000, a yardstick of 
the high revenue potential of 
even a few square metres of the 
seventeen acre market. 

The Puces dates back to the 
1860's when a vast urban re- 
building programme chased se- 
cond-hand dealers from their 
pitebes just across the river 
Seine from Notre Dame, out in- 
to surb urban Saint-Ouen. 

As the market's reputation 
spread, it became increasingly 
difficult to find genuine barga- 
ins. The dealers' increasing ex- 
pertise and the rising prosper- 
ity of the French economy have 
combined to make real “finds’' 
rare nowdays. 

Rare finds 

But there are still rewards 
for the aiert connoisseur. A 
Dutchman recently picked up 
a dusty painting of a family 
eating potatoes for $50. The 
canvas turned out to be a lost 
work of Vincent Van Gogh. 

Prowling through the laby- 
rinthine alleys of this Ali Baba 
cavern. Hans Joachim Kiesel. 


a German businessman, made 
his find in an oil painting of 
two young men on a beach. 
When he took it to the Bruns- 
wick museum for cleaning, he 
learned it was a priceless work 
by Claude Monet, the French 
impressionist. He had paid on- 
ly $40. 

One eagle-eyed visitor snat- 
ched up a Four-piece suite of 
Louis XVI furniture after iden- 
tifying it from the special me- 
tal fixtures used by 18th cen- 
tury cabinet makers. It cost him 
only $200. Its market value 
was over one hundred times 
this sum. 

The Paris Flea Market's pros- 
perity depends on the vagaries 
of taste and fashion. When the 
film "My Fair Lady” appeared 
on the world's cinema screens, 
it revived the popularity of 
late i?th century furniture al- 
most over-night. This created 
a boom for Puces dealers and 
made the fortunes of many of 
their fraternity. 

Knowledge of the history of 
art is an asset for anybody 
prowling through the market. 
An art buff recently noticed the 


signature, P. Ruiz, on a pile of 
eleven small charcoal sketches 
which carried a 25 U.S. cents 
price tag. 

He quickly bought the lot, 
fully aware that the signature 
was that used by Picasso before 
he became famous. 

When to shop 

One of the best times to sno- 
op at the Puces is at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday when the dealers dis- 
play the wares which they have 
collected during the week. 
Congenitally superstitious, they 
believe that by giving an early- 
comer a fair price, they are gu- 
aranteeing themselves a profit- 
able weekend’s trade. 

Another opportunity for a 
profitable purchase Is just be- 
fore closing time on Monday 
evening. Stallholders are eager 
to make last-minute sales to 
reduce their stocks before they 
put up their shutters until the 
end of the week. 

The dealers are very bitter 
indeed about the local municip- 
ality’s designs on the Puces. 
They have set up their own 


Flea Market Defence Commit- 
tee to put their case to French 
and International public opini- 
on. 

Rene Berdy, president of the 
committee, says "We are being 
inundated with letters from all 
over the world. People who 
have got wind of the plot to 
raze the Flea Market have writ- 
ten in promising us their sup- 
port,” 

The Saint-Ouen city hall has 
countered with a petition of its 
own, claiming that the mund- 
pality spends more on cleaning 
the market’s narrow streets 
than it receives in rates. 

Communist councillor Jean 
Patrou says, "The Flea Market 
is a capitalist blot on our town- 
ship. It must vanish in order to 
make way for homes fbr people 
who cannot afford to pay the 
high rents charged by landlords 
in other parts of the Paris sub- 
urbs . 

A long battle between the 
Saint-Ouen council and the pa- 
ddlers of the Puces now lies 
ahead,
